Will Famous Summer 


Of 1816 be Repeated? 


The year of 1816 was "summer- 


less" and if "history repeats it- 
self" once every century, antici- 
pations of next, year may well be 
dreadful. That year, now ninety- 
nine years past, was long known— 
and not impossibly, may be still 
characterized—-as the coldest ever 
known in this country. 


January was so mild that fires

v, ithout permanent effect. 
American exports of merchandise to 


England continue so far to exceed imports as to overcome all these 
extraordinary counter-balances. 


Heavier gold exports this Avay offer one remedy, but England 


is natnially reluctant to give up gold and AVC are not eager for it 
Our bunks are already gorged with gold. They me overflowing 
with surplus cash rcserAcs, and money is a.-drug in the market in 
spite of expanding trade volume all over the country. 


England must borroAV here. That is apparently the only re- 


maining solution of it« problem in Avar finance. 
Jt may borrow tem- 


porarily through bank credits for current purchases, or it may even 
try to place here a part of its consolidated Avar debt. The great Avar 
has provided us Avith many a sensation. America as a large OAvner 
of British consols for the fir»t time in its life would not be the small- 
est in the lot.

London, June 18.—The attack of 


French, and British forces on the west- 
ern end of the Geiman line, which has 
been pushed vigorously and with con- 
siderable success for some time, is 
now said to have sustained a check.
